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CLAIMS 

1 . An anti-soiling detergent composition, containing: 

(A) 0.05 to 10 mass% of a polyetheramide-modified organopolysiloxane; 

(B) 0. 1 to 30 mass% of at least one type of surfactant selected from nonionic 
5 surfactants, amphoteric surfactants, and cationic surfactants; 

(C) 0.1 to 20 mass% of a metal chelating agent: and 

(D) water. 

2, The anti-soiling detergent composition according to claim 1, containing 

(E) 0.01 to 5 mass% of a thickener in addition to components (A) to (D). 

10 3. The anti-soilihg detergent composition according to claim 1 or 2, containing 

(F) 0.1 to 20 mass% of a water-soluble solvent in addition to the above components. 

4. The anti-soiling detergent composition according to any of claims 1 to 3, 
wherein the polyetheramide-modified organopolysiloxane of component (A) is a

6. The anti-soiling detergent composition according to any of claims 2 to 5, 
wherein the thickener of component (E) is at least one compound selected from among 
thickening polysaccharides, carbox>^inyl polymers, crosslinked polyacrylic acids, and salts 
thereof. 

7. The anti-soiling detergent composition according to any of claims 3 to 6, 
wherein the water-soluble solvent of component (F) is at least one compound selected from 
among alcohols, glycol ethers, and terpene-based hydrocarbon solvents. 

S. The anti-soiling detergent composition according to any of claims 1 to 7, 
wherein the anti-soiling detergent composition is used in hard-surface applications. 

9. The anti-soiling detergent composition according to. any of claims 1 to 8, 
wherein the anti-soiling detergent composition is used in applications involving restrooms, 
washstands, baths, and other damp locations.
